PROPOSED IF ENEMY STRIKES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20— (JP)-~ 
Senator Tydings (D-Md) said to- 
day defense officials have been 
studying for some time the« advisa- 
bility of i setting up a second U. S. 
capital to be used in event of an 
enemy attack. 


The chairman of the Senate Arm- 
ed Services committee discussed the 
situation after Rep. Holifield (D- 
Calif) had proposed the establish- 
ment of an alternate capital, per- 
haps underground. 
There 
have 


been similar suggestions in the 
past, especially from SerJator Wi- 
ley (R-Wis). 
, Holifield planned to introduce in 
the house a joint resolution to cre- 
ate a seven-member commission. It 
would study the feasibility of a sub- 
stitute capitol and report to the 
President and Congress by January 
31, 1951. 


Paul J. Larsen, new head of the 


Office of Civilian defense, already 
is talking of a plan of 
defense 


which includes scattering of func- 
tions and putting some of them 
underground. 


Larsen, who takes over March 1, 


said at Albuquerque, N. M., yester- 
day: 
"Our first job will be re-location 
and re-design of the present gov- 
ernmental office setup in the cap- 
ital."Dispersion, even out of 
the 


Washington area, and underground 
installations either in or out of the 
capital, will be our chief means of 
defense." 


Larsen is the former director of 
the Atomic Energy 
Commission's 


laboratories at Albuquerque. 
Rep. Holifield said in a statement 
prepared for House delivery that a 
single bomb on Washington could 
paralyze the "nerve center of our 
nation." 
- Senator Tydings, in commenting 
on Hollifield's plan, said that it 
"deserves the greatest study." He 
added: 


"This matter has been under 
study by high military officials for 
sometime. In the event his (Holi- 
field's) resolution Is adopted, un- 
doubtedly the commission created 
would bring the ideas of the mili- 
tary x x x before the Congress in 
concrete form."

The bill was the first of the 
two house-passed tax bills to come 
out of the Senate committee. It 
thereby won floor consideration 
ahead of the proposed penny-a- 
pack cigarette tax increase. 
The committee recommended Sen- 
ate passage for both tax plans last 
Friday. 


An effort to exempt from the bill 
gas used in a new chemical indus- 
try at Brownsville, utilizing natural 
gas as a raw material, was batted 
down 25 to 5. 
Senator Rogers Kelley of Edin- 


burg noted that several types of 
natural, gas are exempt from tax- 
ation and said he thought the gas 
to be used as raw material in 
hydrocol plant should also be be- 
cause of the experimental nature 
of the project.

Between 1930 and 1935, 
here was an increase of 212,327 
drms under 10 acres in size, but, 
urine- the last five years of this 
ecade the number of these farms 
eolined by 64,429, or 11.2 per cent. 
During World War II farms un- 
er 10 acres in size increased by 
8.159 or 17.4 per cent from 506,402 
n 1940 to 594,561 in-1945. In this 
ame period, the number of farms 
nder three acres in size almost 
rebled from 35,977 in 1940 to 98,- 
66 in 1945 while the number be- 
weeri three and nine acres in size 
ncreased from 470,425 to 495,595. 
The increase in i.umber of farms

SENATOR WILL

Local Legislator 
Terms Cigarette 
Levy "Sales Tax" 


A 
"counter-plan" to raise $60,- 


000,000 for operation of eleemosy- 
nary institutions will be proposed 
in 
the legislature next week by 
State Senator George O. Nokes, Jr. 


Voicing opposition to the cigar- 
ette tax bill, the Corsieana 
law- 


maker declared here Saturday: 
"I don't want to see the people 


burdened with a sales tax." 
Nokes termed the cigarette levy 
a sales tax. Under a bill already 
Introduced 
and awaiting house 


•consideration. • Texas 
cigarette 
users would kick in $60,000,000, 
by the end of 1957, Nokes.said. 
This represents three-fourths of 
al funds to be raised at the special 
legislative session, he said.. 


Nokes' plan goes something like 
this: 


The omnibus tax program—that 


Is, the taxes on such items as ra- 
dios, oil, gas, sulphur and 
carbon 
black, whiskey, beer, wine 
and 
playing cards, is designed so far to 
raise only $15,000,000 for operation 
of hospitals and schools, the bill 
expiring August 31, 1951. This Is 
based on a 10 per cent increase of 
the present omnibus tax. 


By increasing this 
percentage 
and-or extending the time of 
the 


proposed law's 
expiration 
date, 


$60,000,000 could bo raised through 
the imnibus tax program alone. 


•Nokes 
explained further, that 
Texans •> would have to pay only 
524,000,000 of his vast sum be- 
cause the remainder—according 
to the state comptroller figures— 
would come from out-of-state con- 
sumers. 
.Eighty-five percent of the oil is 
shipped 
out, Nokes said; 40 per 
cent of the gas leaves Texas; 95 
percent of Sulphur Is 
consumed 


outside of the state, as is 95 percent
